CURES BY USE OF RADIUM. 
King’s Physician Cites Some Re- 
markable Cases, 


Sir Frederick Treves, sergeant 
surgeon to the King and consult- 
ing surgeon of the London Hos- 
pital, lecturing at that hospita 
recently, cited interesting instanc- 
es of radium cures he had witness- 
ed, including vascular tumors, 
birthmarks, moles, eczema, kelo- 
ida, rodent ulcers and epithelio- 
mata. He said it was almost un- 
canny to see the rapid manner in 
which sometimes radium accom- 
plished healing. After the first 
application, say on Monday, no- 
thing happens until about Friday, 
when the skin suddenly becomes 
red and irritable. Then a sort of 
crust forms, which comes away in 
two or three weeks. About a 
month later there was a second 
application of radium, after which 
in many cases the patient 
need to see a physician again. 

Dr. Treves pointed out that one 
of the greatest uses of radium in 
the future might result from its 
curious radioactive emanations. 
He described how a penny enclosed 
fn a jar with an unsealed phial of 
radium became itself radioactive, 
and if the penny were removed and 
washed with nitric acid its radio- 


ter, while the penny was no longer 
radioactive. 

As another instance of possible 
usefulness, the lecturer told how 
a solution of such radioactive de- 
posit was injected into a mouse 
suffering from an artificially indue- 
ed abdominal cancer. The result 
was that the growth entirely dis- 
appeared. It would be a mistake 
to rely too much on this or similar 
cases, but they were very sugges- 
tive.

EST RECORD, 


Gain of 905,505 Years of ‘‘Life- 
Capital’ in 1907 in World's 
Biggest City. 


There was a gain to London of 
905,505 years of hfe-capital during 
the year 1907, This is the year 
covered by the latest report, is- 
}sued recently, of the L. ©. O.’s 
Medical Officer, Sir Shirley Mur- 
phy. It was the year of London’s 
lowest death rate. The figures fell 
to 14.6 per 1,000, which was lower 
than that of any other big city in 
the kingdom or in any other part 
of the world. - 

What this remarkable drop in 
the death rate means to London is 
expressed by the medical officer in 
|terms of what he calls ‘‘life capi- 
tal.’’ Comparing the average death 
rate during the decennium 1891- 
1900, the doctor represented dur- 
ing the year a saving of 22,146 
lives, representing a gain to the 
community of 905,505 years of life 
capital. 


NOT ACCIDENTAL. 


It is well to know that the low 
death rate of 190/ is not an acci- 
dental one. It is one of three suc- 
cessive rates that have broken all 
previous records. In 1905 the fig- 
ure was 15.—lower than it had ever 
been before. It remained the same

HORSES FED TOO MUCH HAY. 


Farmers, and horsemen general- 
ly, have very much to learn about 
feeding hay to horses. | Too fre- 
quently the horse himself is left to 
judge how much he shall eat, and 
that means all he can stuff into 
himself, and in this way many a 
good animal is ruined. 

The writer has had sixteen years 
experience handling draft horses, 
under all sorts of conditions, in- 
cluding four years at a state ex- 
periment station, and has found 
that it answers all purposes best to 
feed not over one pound of hay for 
each hundred pounds of the horses | 
weight. A thirteen hundred horse 
would receive thirteen pounds of} 
hay daily, and so on. This amount} 
of hay and a grain ration compos- 
ed of corn, oats and bran, mixed 
in the proportion of fifteen pounds 


It shows that in the last sixteen 
years France has lent $3,200,000,000 
in gold to foreign countries after, 
making deduction for repayments 
during that period.

Synopsis of Canadian North-west 


HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS | = 


Any even numbered sections of 
Dominion Lands in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, except- 
ing 8 and 26, notreserved, may be 
homesteaded b any person who is 
the sole head of the family, or any 
male over 18 yearsof age, to the 
extent of one- oad section of 160 
acres, more or 


Application for entry must be 
made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or Sub- 
agency for the district in which 
the land is situated. Entry by 
proxy may, however, be made at 
an Agency on certain conditions by 
the father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of an intending 
homesteader. 

The homesteader is required to 
pertorm the homestead duties under 
one of the following plans; 

(t) At least six months’ resid- 
ence upon and cultivation of the 
land in each year for three years. 

(2) A homesteader may, if he 
so desires, perform the required 
residence duties by living on farm- 
ing laud owned solely by him, not 
less than eighty (80) acres in ex- 
tent, in the vicinity of his home- 
stead Joint ownership in land 
will not meet this requirement. 

(3) If the father (or mother, if 
the father is deceased) of a home- 
steader has permanent residence 
on farming land owned soley by 
him not less than eighty (80) acres 
n extent in the vicinity of the 
homestead, or upon a homestead 
entered for by him in the vicinity, 
such homesteader may perform his 
own residence duties by living with 
the father (or mother). 

(4) The term ‘‘vicinity’’ in the 
two preceeding paragraphs is defin- 
ed as meaning not more than nine 
miles in a direct line, exclusive of 
the width of road allowances cross- 
ed in the measurement. 

(5) A homesteader intending to 
perform his residence duties in ac- 
cordance with the above while liv- 
ing with parents or on farming land 
owned by himself must notify vie 
Agent for the district of such in- 
tention,

Synopsis of Coal Mining 
Regulations 


Coal mining rights of the Domin- 
ion, in Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
Alberta, the Yukon [lerritory, the 
Northwest Territories and British 
Columbia, may be leased for a term 
of twenty-one years at an annual 
rental of $1 an acre, Not more 
than 2,500 acres will be leased to 
one applicant. 


Application for a lease must be 
made to the Agent or sub-agent of 
the district in which the rights ap 
plied for ere situated, 

In surveyed territory the land 
must be described by sections, or 
legal sub-divisions of sections, and 
in unjurveyed territo:) the tract 
applied for shall be staked out, 


Each application must be accom 
panied by a fee of $5 which will he 
refunded if the rights applied for 
are not available but not otherwise 
A royality shall be paid on the 
merchantable output of the miue at 
a rate of five cents ver ton, 


Every lessee of coal mining rights 
which are not being operated shalt 
furnish the district agent of Doml 
inion Lands with asworn statemen- 
to that effect at least once in each 
year, 


The lease will include the coal 
mining rights only, but the lessee 
may be permitted to purchase what- 
ever available surface rights may 
be considered necessary for “‘e 
working of the mine at the rate of 
$10 an acre,
